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FELINE INTRODUCTIONS 


by Nat McKelvey 


Strange cats do not have to fight. 
Neither do mature cats, of whatever age, 
have to run away. 

By employing the rules of “catiquette,” 
the owner can, with a minimum of effort, 
introduce a new member to an already 
established feline household. Personality 
clashes can successfully be handled and 
the cats taught at least to tolerate each 
other. Adherence to some of the same 
basic tenets will also negate the desire of 
older animals to return to their original 
Ltomes. 

Many times during the last fifteen years, 
my wife and I have had occasion to add 
strange cats to our feline family. When 
we acquired “Sandy,” a red Persian who 
died recently at the age of twenty and a 
half years, he was already ten years old. 
Friends, some of them told 
us: 

“You'll never move him successfully. 
He’s too old.” 

True, Sandy had been with the same 
family for the first ten years of his life. 
Yet we moved him and made it stick. 
Ultimately, you could not have driven 
this cat from our home. 

In making a move of this kind, the 
prime essential is to keep the cat penned 
or confined to the house for at least a 
week. In Sandy’s case, we did not release

him from benign captivity for two weeks. 
Even so, he made a quick return to the 
home of his former owner who lived 
three miles away. So we put him in soli- 
tary for another two weeks, and this did 
the trick. He never again left us, though 
we permitted him the freedom of all 
outdoors. 

Length of confinement will vary from 
cat to cat. Uusually, the older they are 
the longer they have to be restricted. 
“Simba,” our white Persian, acquired at 
the age of one year, required only two 
days to become glued to our menage. Al- 
though we had planned to confine her for 
a week, she slipped out, spent three hours 
away from us, and returned. Since then, 


she has had full

Whenever a new cat comes to live with 
you, it is helpful to keep him for a day 
or two in one room, equipped with litter 
box. After he has thoroughly explored 
this area, give him the run of the house. 
Let him poke into closets, under tables 
and beds, into cupboards. Let him saturate 
himself with the strange, exciting, won- 
derful new smells of his latest home. Talk 
to him, call him by name, pet him and let 
him know that he is welcome and secure. 
Moving an old cat to a new home where 
there are no other cats is usually much 
easier than introducing a mature cat into 
an already established family of strangers. 
Your permanent feline friends will resent 
the newcomer, and, often, he feels that it 
is his sacred duty to try to dislodge them 
and take over your total affections. 
When Simba came to our house, we 
already had Sandy and also a three-year- 
old Domestic Shorthair named “Lucky.” 
First, we let Simba explore the house 
while keeping the other two outside. Then 
we let her meet 


Sandy. He took one 
desultory sniff, looked surprised when 
Simba hissed at him, and stalked off. 


From that day, Sandy ignored Simba. 
Finding that she could not prod him to 
overt action, Simba finally quit trying 
and the two became friends. 

With Lucky it was different. After 
Sandy and Simba had signed a truce, we 
introduced the Shorthair. The air crack- 
led. Then Lucky turned tail with Simba 
in hot pursuit. We called the two cats by 
name, sternly, letting them know that 
this kind of behavior was taboo. We sepa- 
rated them, my wife taking one cat, I 
the other. We then sat down on the daven- 
port, not three feet apart, and talked to 
the cats as we petted and soothed them. 
By this act we let each know that he was 
welcome and wanted. 

For about a week, Lucky and Simba 
snarled at each other. By _ repeated, 
chaperoned periods of throwing the two 
together, scolding them when they started 
to spit and claw, we were able to acclimate 
each to the other. They now eat out of 
the same dish and trust each other com- 
pletely. 

When Bonnybank’s Queen Wanda, our 
purebred Blue Persian arrived recently 
from the Kerry Lu Cattery of Los Ange- 
les, we had more adjustments to make. 
Wanda is six years old, desirous of hav- 
ing her own way and aggressive in de- 
manding her “rights.” 

After giving her the run of the house 
for several days, we introduced her to 
Simba. Result: immediate fireworks. We 
lectured the two cats, separated them, put- 
ting Simba outside. Then we brought 
Lucky in. It was hate at first sight. At 
least, Wanda, feeling, perhaps, her noble 
breeding, made for the Shorthair, intent

on destroying her. Quickly, we intervened, 
concluding the session for that day. 

Day after day, we chaperoned brief “get 
acquainted” meetings between the two 
cats, alternately scolding them and bolster- 
ing their egos by petting them. Suddenly, 
one day, they ignored each other, staying 
in the same room without lifting so much 
as a belligerent whisker. So we put Simba 
with them—and the ruckus started all over 
again.

Lucky and Simba bore down on Wanda 
and a free-for-all ensued. Promptly, we 
confined Wanda to one room, and the 
other two relaxed. It is important to let 
the original members of your cat family 
feel that it is not always they who are 
ejected. Banishing the new cat once in a 
while lets the old ones know that your 
home is still their home and that no new 
hussy or distinguished Tom is going to 
supplant them. 

We soon learned that Wanda and 
Simba would accept each other when 
Lucky was not present. More and more 
we threw the two together, letting Lucky 
survey the quiet from the safety of our 
arms. Now and then, we put her down 
with the other two. Wanda’s hissed warn- 
ings gradually became fewer and more 
half-hearted. Presently, all three cats 
sleep in the same room and no harsh 
words are passed. 

After a mature cat has learned to feel 
secure inside your house, the next prob- 
lem is to acquaint him with the outside 
environment. We have found it best to 
take the cat into an enclosed backyard or 
patio, releasing him under our watchful 
eyes. 

Of course, a cat can skin over a fence 
or wall with ease. However, being curious 
creatures, they usually will first thor- 
oughly explore the yard, smelling every 
inch of it, investigating trees, flowers, 
and shrubs. While they are doing this, the 
owner stands nearby, talking to the cat, 
calling it by name. A half hour of free- 
dom in the backyard is enough for a 
starter. The period can gradually be 
lengthened to an hour or so over a period 
of a week or ten days By this time, the 
cat knows that this exciting outdoor en- 
closure is his-and is a secure haven 

After the cat is completely at home in 
the enclosed yard, it is safe to try him

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THE NEW 
HIMALAYAN CAT 


by Marguerita Goforth 


A new star has arisen in the cat world, 
the glamorous new Himalayan—the first 
new Longhair to be recognized in half a 
century. One of our well-known breeders 
calls it “the most exciting thing that has 
happened in the cat world in years.” 

Naturally the first question is ; “What is 
a Himalayan?” It is a Longhair or “Per- 
sian” type of cat with Siamese coloring, 
including blue eyes. Type is, of course, 
paramount in importance for if type is 
lacking in an animal, that individual is 
not a good representative of a breed and 
its coloring will matter but little in such 
a case. 

The Himalayan is not a so called “long- 
haired Siamese,” that is, a long Siamese- 
type cat with sparse, long coat, unaccept- 
able alike to both 
Longhair 


Siamese breeders and 
The elegance and 
beauty of the Siamese is due in essence to 
its extremely short, thin coat which only 
faintly veils the lithe, muscular body. 
Long hair on such a body obscures and 
disfigures its extreme elegance of form. 
A considerable number of these so-called 
long-haired Siamese have been produced 
in recent years either by accidental breed- 
ings or by intent. None have achieved 
Association recognition. Their breeders 
have seemed satisfied once they have pro- 
duced the long hair combined with the 
Siamese color pattern and have not ap- 
parently planned further improvement. 

The Himalayan is the very opposite of 
this long-haired Siamese. It is a cobby, 
short-legged cat, broad of head, short of 
face, short of tail, and dense of coat—in 
every respect a Longhair whose coloring 
only is like the Siamese. Even the voice 
of the Siamese has given way and has 
become the soft, gentle voice of the Long- 
hair. 

With the Himalayan one might say the 
real breeding accomplishment, that of fix- 
ing type, begins where the long-haired 
Siamese stops. In other words, it is rea- 
sonably easy to produce the colorpoint- 
longhair combination by 


breeders. 


following set 


breeding rules, but as already mentioned, 
type must be paramount. Establishment of 








a new breed is more than an accident. It 
means many cages, many cats, many years 
and many generations of careful line 
breeding, trial and error, disappointments 
and heartaches—but the final results are 
worth all the effort. The enthusiastic re- 
ception given this glamorous new cat by 
the cat fancy, including both Siamese 
breeders and Longhair breeders, makes 
one feel well repaid for the years of work. 
One customer wired, on arrival of his 
pair, “Beautiful beyond expectation.” And 
that was worth working for! 

In England, Mr. Brian Sterling-W ebb 
has been working about the same length 
of time with the same type of cats in mind 
and has succeeded in having them recog- 
nized by the Governing Council in that 
country as “Colour Point Longhairs.” 
Through him I learned that Virginia 
Cobb of the Newton Siamese had devel- 
oped a Siamese-Persian as early as 1931. 
An account of her experiments was pub- 
lished in the Journal of Heredity at the 
time, but I have never seen mention of it, 
and think it would be very interesting if 
we could learn more about it. He writes 
me that he has just finished his first cham- 
pion since the English Fancy, in recog- 
nizing the new breed, made it possible to 
show them immediately in championship 
competition. 

As to recognition of the Himalayan 
here, ACFA has accepted the Himalayan 
into full status, and at the Dallas show 
Goforth’s LaChiquita, owned by Price 
Cross, became the first U. S. Champion. 
The CFA Board at its meeting December 
14-15, 1957, accepted the new breed to be 
registered first by affidavit, then three gen- 
erations Foundation Record, and finally 
Stud Book. Only when Stud Book status 
is attained may they compete for cham- 
pionship. 

Possibly the most usual question asked 
me is, “What do you start with, what 
color Persian do you use?” Personally, I 
do not believe this to be the most import- 
ant question the breeder should have in 
mind. To my mind it is far more impor- 
tant what to aim for, and what one in- 
tends as his ultimate goal. I do not know 
what Mr. Sterling-Webb used as his foun- 
dation or what colors of Longhair he in- 
fused, nor does he know what I used. 
Yet, from the pictures, we have come very 
close to the same results, for we were 
aiming from the outset for the same type

and color in our final product. What I am 
trying to say is that we may not start in 
the same manner, one may use different 
colors than another, but, by using top 
quality and carefully weeding out the off- 
spring which do not conform to our ideal 
standard, year by year, we come nearer 
to that ideal. 

To answer the many inquiries, I have 
used White, Blue and Black in my pro- 
gram. I give especial credit to my fine 
old Blue stud, Delphi Blue Splendor of 
Goforth, bred by Mrs. Fannie Mood. He 
is a son of Lavender Mischiefmaker and 
has sired many outstanding show cats. I 
believe that possibly another Blue, equally 
good in himself, or even better, in fact, 
might not prove nearly as good a founda- 
tion sire in the creation of the Himalayan. 
On the other hand, some other color or 
colors might be exactly as good, provided 
the individual cats used were equally po- 
tent in reproducing excellence of type. 

However, unless you are one who loves 
to experiment, has lots of time and room 
to expand, and unless, above all, you pos- 
sess unlimited “sticktoitiveness,” I. am 
sure you will get ahead faster on the 
foundation now laid than you will start- 
ing from the ground up—and certainly at 
much greater saving in time and expense. 

Up until last year all my Himalayans 
were Seal Points. However, in trying to 
avoid too close inbreeding, I have made 
an out-cross for new blood several times 
and, interestingly enough, have come up 
with a Blue Point male, and this year, 
from my original stock, I have a Choco- 
late Point and a Frost Point. The latter 
is extremely lovely. The very delicate 
coloring of the points combined with the 
long coat is most attractive. 

Another question frequently asked is, 
“Why the name Himalayan? Why not 
Color Point, Longhair Siamese or even 
Persian-Siamese?” I have used the name 
“Himalayan” because of the color pattern 
found in some other varieties of animals. 
For illustration, the Himalayan rabbit 
carries this color pattern of light body 
and dark, contrasting points. Also, there 
is none of the confusion in show catalogs 
which is brought about when we use such 
classifications as Seal Point Color Point 
or Blue Point Color Point. How much 
better to read “Seal Himalayan,” etc. 

Since these cats are neither Siamese

“Tips to 
the Novice”

How many times have you heard a 
person say—I would love to have a cat 
as a pet but I am ailergic to them. How 
many times have you run across a dear 
friend who developed an allergy to cats? 
How many breeders have you known who 
were allergic to cats but would not give 
them up regardless of the discomfort? 
How many times have you sold a kitten 
to very nice only to have it 
returned to you because it was determined 
they were allergic to cats? 

Does this mean that only cats victimize 
humans? No, it does not. People can be- 
come allergic to other pets: dogs, birds, 
and horses, as well as to dust, feathers, 
foods, cosmetics, wool, furs, molds, and 
the pollen from trees, grasses, and weeds.

It seems strange, but we can find per- 
sons who are allergic to only Longhair 
cats while others are affected by the 
Shorthair variety. Whichever may be the 
case, my heart goes out to those individ- 
uals whose longing for a cat as a pet 
and companion, is so strong that they will 
suffer the consequences rather than do 
without them. I once knew a wonderful 
lady who kept the exact cause of her 
allergy a deep secret from her husband 
because of her fear he might ask her to 
discontinue the breeding of cats. The trips 
to her physician were frequent and en- 
tailed a considerable amount of expense. 
It was entirely by accident that she re- 
vealed this fact to me while I had been 
a visitor in her home. Ever since I learned 
of it I have felt extremely sorry for her 
but even to this day she still has her 
cats. I know so very many others who 
are allergic to cats and I am glad to 
tell them from my own knowledge that 
they can now find relief. 

Anergex produced by the Mulford Col- 
loid Laboratories, 38th and Ludlow 
Streets, Philadelphia 4, Pa., has been 
found to be very successful in relieving 
allergies of all kinds. It was first brought 
to my attention by Dr. Carl E. McKee, 
an eminent surgeon of Pittsburgh who 
had purchased two of my White Persians 
for his lovely wife. Soon after the cats 
had become accustomed to their new 
surroundings and had wormed their way 
into the hearts of both Dr. and Mrs. 
McKee, the discomfort to her had its 
beginning. In his attempt to bring her 
relief he used Anergex and found it to 
be very successful. 

Since both of the McKees are among 
my best friends we decided that perhaps 
you, who are also my friends, should learn 
all about this discovery. It is my hope 
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that you will read this article and after 
you have done so, will get in touch with 
those whom you know to be adversely 
affected by cats and help them to find 
relief. So that you will have a_ better 
understanding of what it can do, we shall 
discuss allergies in general but remember 
it is those who are allergic to cats that 
we are going to attempt to help. 

Allergy is a far more common disease 
than is generally known. Dr. Samuel M. 
Feinberg of Northwestern University 
Medical School estimates that there are 
ten million persons in the United States 
who are afflicted. Estimates of others run 
even higher. I would not like to hazard 
a guess as to how many are afflicted by 
cats alone. 

An allergic individual is one whose 
tissues react in an abnormal manner when 
exposed to, or brought in contact with the 
offending substance. The part of the body 
in which the sensitive tissues are located 
determines the nature of the symptoms. 
If the reaction is in the nasal passages, 
one may have a runny and stuffy nose 
with all the symptoms of hay fever. If it 
is in the bronchial tubes, breathing will be 
obstructed, and the condition is called 
allergic asthma. In the skin the reaction 
may take the form of hives or eczema. 
Migraine or sick headache may be pro- 
duced as a result of an allergic reaction 
in the tissues of the brain. Such reactions 
may also take place in the digestive tract 
causing indigestion and diarrhea. The ex- 
tent, variability and combination of symp- 
toms are almost endless. In the main they 
depend on the location of the allergic 
reactions. 

It has been known for a long time that 
the dander of the hairs of the cat, dog 
and horse are common causes of asthma, 
perennial hay fever, and some skin erup- 
tions. More than one hundred years ago, 
a boy named Henry Salter, of Poole, Eng- 
land, noted that when he fondled a cat 
or even went near it, he would sneeze, 
his nose would run, his eyes would itch, 
he would cough and he would have diffi 
culty in breathing. He later became a 
physician and took a special interest in 
these observations. He decided that not 
only cats but horses, dogs, chickens, cows 
and even deer could cause allergic symp- 
toms. He also found that many foods and 
other substances also caused the disease. 
He published his findings in a book on 
asthma in 1864. 

Until recently, there was no satisfactory 
treatment for allergic diseases. Attempts 
have been made to desensitize persons by 
giving into or under the skin injections 
of small amounts of the offending sub- 
stance. The theory was that if enough of 
the substance could be given over long 
enough periods of time, the patient would 
build up a resistance to the irritating 
agent. This meant that injections had to 
be given at frequent intervals (one to 
three times a week in some cases) over 
a period of months or even years. The 
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results of this procedure have not proven 
to be entirely satisfactory. Moreover, it 
is usually inconvenient for the patient and 
can be very costly. Then too, the offend- 
ing substance must first be known. To 
determine this the patient is subjected to 
a series of skin tests which can add sub- 
stantially to the cost of the treatment. 
These may even fail to reveal the offen- 
der. One may have a positive skin test 
to some substance, yet have no symptoms 
from that substance. Conversely, he may 
have allergic manifestations from a sub- 
stance to which he has a negative skin 
test. 

The antihistamine tablets have been 
widely prescribed, but if they work, the 
improvement is only temporary and the 
person must continue taking them for as 
long as he has symptoms. These drugs 
have a big disadvantage in that they pro- 
duce unpleasant effects. The commonest 
of these are drowsiness, dizziness, in- 
ability to concentrate and stupor. These 
effects can be a hazard for those who 
drive automobiles, operate machines or 
perform other work where a lack of 
alertness may be disasterous. In others 
they may cause excitation, nervousness, 
jitteriness and tremors. 

Another favorite recommendation is the 
elimination of the causative factor. This 
may be all right for the person who gets 
symptoms from cabbage but it is the last 
thing a cat-lover would think of doing— 
giving up his pet. 

Dr. Joseph Rovito has reported that a 
daily injection of Anergex for six to 
eight days minimized or abolished the 
allergic reaction in a majority of the 
patients he treated for all allergy con- 
ditions, and four of my friends who have 
used it, have all found it effective against 
cat allergy. 

Anergex is now available to all phy- 
sicians. It is a specially prepared bo- 
tanical extract obtained from the Toxico- 
dendron quercifolium plant. The active 
agent has not been fully identified but it 
is possible that a whole group of closely 
related chemical compounds are involved. 
The exact mode of action of Anergex is 
as yet unknown but if an allergic person 
is given an injection of it there apparently 
is a period during which the tissues tem- 
porarily lose much or all of their ability 
to react in the allergic manner. By giving 
intramuscular injections of Anergex (1 
c.c. is the average adult dose) daily for 
six to eight days, while exposure to the 
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offending substance is continued, sensi- 
tivity to this substance is rapidly de- 
creased or abolished. The protective state 
may last for months and possibly years. 
It can be maintained by occasional booster 
doses if necessary. 

However, rapidity of relief is only one 
advantage of Anergex. An important fea- 
ture is that the protection which follows 
injections of Anergex is nonspecific. The 
person seems to acquire tolerance to many 
causitive substances at the same time. 
Thus, with only a few injections it is 
possible to provide protection rapidly and 
simultaneously against one or several 
known offenders and also against undis- 
covered or unrecognized ones.

SEAL POINT « 
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SHIPPING 


by Ann Manley 


So you sold a kitten! Not the first, 
perhaps, but the first one to go a long 
way to the new owner. Now it dawns on 
you that the kitten will have to be shipped 
and YOU are the one who has to do the 
shipping. Now what? 

Well, I can offer you some suggestions 
which are the result of my experiences, 
but I can’t claim to have all the an- 
swers ! 

Generally speaking air express (ar- 
ranged through Railway Express) is as 
quick as air freight (arranged direct with 
the air lines) and is cheaper. Air is 
definitely preferable to rail in most in- 
stances but an older kitten or an adult 
cat can travel by rail if necessary and if 
the journey doesn’t take too long. Here, 
too, your arrangements will be made 
with Railway Express. 

Air freight was the preferred method 
a few years ago when it cost twelve to 
fifteen dollars to send a cat across the 
country from New York to Los Angeles, 
but I was quoted costs of over thirty dol- 
lars to ship a tiny kitten from the west 
coast to Chicago several months ago! 
Usually the airlines will charge 150% to 
200% of their regular air freight rates 
for live shipments. Many lines have a 
twenty-five to fifty pound minimum. 

Some air lines insist you use their 
carriers, and supply them at a five dollar 
rental fee. If there are air line changes 
to be made enroute, each airline may sup- 
ply a separate carrier and charge a sep- 
arate fee. If only one insists on renting 
you a carrier, you will save the other fees 
by shipping your own empty carrier 
along with the kit for use when the rental 
one i§ not required. This last is true 
whether you ship freight or express. 
However, in many directions, it is pos- 
sible to avoid those lines requiring use 
of their own carriers. One line which 
does require that you rent a carrier is 
United. TWA does not. American is now 
offering a plan whereby you may use 
your own carrier or purchase one of 
theirs. Inside California, Southwest Air- 
lines. for years have given cats shipped 
with them every consideration. Their 
rates are low and they do not require a 
rental carrier. For shorter distances, air 
freight is usually cheaper than air ex- 
press if the airlines do not add extras. 
Comparison of express and freight rates 
each time you ship is worthwhile. 

It is wise to check thoroughly at least 
a week before the planned shipping date 
to find out approximate cost, preferred 
time, route, etc. If the trip is direct, it is 
usually possible to set a specific depar- 
ture and a specific arrival time. If there 
is even one change to be made, a plane 
can be late and the arrival time can be 
only tentative. 

Generally speaking it is wise to start 
a shipment on Monday or Tuesday since 
the weekend is the busy time on the 
airlines and the cat will be more likely to 


receive prompt attention in the first or 
middle part of the week. We might as 
well face it, any shipper would prefer 
NOT to handle live animals at all and 
you can expect some of their agents to 
be unpleasant. Those who are courteous, 
helpful and even interested are refresh- 
ing, though! 

Buy or build a sturdy, escape-proof 
carrier. Don’t skimp on weight at the 
cost of strength. Several fine cats have 
been crushed enroute. Once when two 
litter-brother kittens were shipped to us, 
one escaped in an airport express office 
and was not found until his brother had 
gone on. We had barely received the 
carrier and realized one cat was missing 
when we were notified to expect the other 
on the next flight! He arrived in a wire 
bound box, none the worse for his ad- 
venture. Still, it does not pay to under- 
estimate the ingenuity and persistence 
of a cat that “wants out”. For a “catch” 
we now use an improved type of screen 
door hook which has a spring and an- 
other lip which slips under the eye. These 
are ten and fifteen cents apiece depend- 
ing upon the size. 

The carrier should have at least two 
sources of ventilation in case one should 
be covered inadvertently. However, open- 
ing should be mostly towards the top of 
the side walls; then the cat can curl in 
the bottom to avoid drafts and can put 
his nose to the holes for fresh air. 

If the trip lasts more than a day and 
a half, or two days, it is best to provide 
a string bag containing a dish, a spoon 
and a can opener, and a can or two of a 
food which the cat is used to and will 
eat. We have found that the string bags 
which potatoes or onions come in will 
serve our purpose. String bags are good 
because the person likely to feed the 
animal can see that everything has been 
provided. If the equipment is inside the 
carrier, it is likely to make the cat un- 
comfortable or to injure it—or to become 
dirty enroute. Attendants may not be will- 
ing to reach into the carrier of a fright- 
ened animal to find food and equipment. 

Attach feeding directions to the car- 
rier and remember to include directions 
for watering. If you do not customarily 
feed milk and the cat is not used to it, 
it is wise to say, “Give fresh water but 
NO milk”, because, to most people, cats 
and milk are synonymous. 

If the top of the carrier is rounded, 
has a large handle or has the food bag 
fastened to it, things are less apt to be 
put on top of it. 

On the address label you should in- 
clude the phone number of the person 
to whom the cat is being shipped and 
your own phone number so that one or 
the other can be reached in case of de- 
lay or misfortune or if there is any ques- 
tion concerning the shipment. Some 
people like to add the cat’s call name 
and a line or two saying the animal is 
valuable, is frightened but gentle, etc. 
Any special handling directions should 


also be clearly lettered on a label.

We have 
no veterinarian handy here. Would Vick Salve help?

There is likely some chronic nasal or sinus irritation that is 
causing the cat to sneeze and cough. The use of aromatic oint- 
ments should be done carefully as they will sometimes further 
irritate the membranes and even the eyes. 


I have a pretty and healthy two-year old male cat who is the 
victim of chronic diarrhea. The local veterinarians haven’t been 
able to help him and we have tried everything. Have you any 
suggestions ?

The elimination of all milk from the diet may help and the 
use of basically meat—beef, not liver nor kidney—may be helpful. 
An examination for the presence of parasites, if not done, would 
be indicated. 


A Siamese female, spayed, has started to spray at nearly three 
years of age. She was spayed at fifteen months and did not spray 
before that. She has “called” on and off ever since she was 
spayed. The veterinarian who did the operation says it was a 
complete success and prescribes something to quiet the cat. But 
what to do about the spraying?

Faneiers Forum 
THE PERFECT SHOW 


(With an avalanche of comments on Analie 
Comstock’s “The Perfect (?) Cat Show,” space 
forces us to limit ourselves to a few repre- 
sentative portions of individual letters. See also 
“Readers Write’ for another viewpoint.) 


THE REASONS WHY 


A short time ago, I read an article in Cats 
Magazine about Cat Shows, written by a lady 
who seemed to me to be angry at everything. 

Now I am not going to speak for the cat 
fancier, or even other cat owners, I am _ speak- 
ing for myself, hoping it may help other people 
understand and enjoy show cats. 

In the first place, a cat is a cat. 

A cat that was dropped on your door step, 
if given love; fed properly, and accepted, can 
be just as smart and just as pretty as a show 
cat with papers that go back to Adam. 

But being human, a lot of people want some- 
thing better than the ordinary. And it isn’t 
much good having better, if no one knows it. 
Hence show cats and cat shows. 

While the basic reason for cat shows is to 
show Joe Blow your cat is better, the end re- 
sults help every cat living. 

There are other reasons, such as being bitten 
by the bug—it’s a very rewarding hobby. 

“Not in money,” that is. I know of no one 
who ever made much money at a cat show. 
Besides being a ‘“‘cat hobbiest’’ I also have 
hobbies of bowling and golf. I never made a 
dime there either. 

Now the lady brought up several things, I 
agree with. Several, I didn’t and frankly some 
I hadn’t even thought of. So her article was 
worth reading. 

She made a point of smoking at cat shows. 
Boy, that one is loaded. I smoke about two 
packs a day and if I am spending from eight 
to ten hours a stretch at a show, I smoke. 
Now I never thought I was wrong until I 
read the article. From now on I will still smoke, 
but I will get away fron the show room to 
do it. I never put myself in the cat’s place 
with all those people smoking. 

Then she spoke of the lack of entertainment 
at shows for the paying customers between 
judging. In the first place, if you pay to see a 
cat show, you do not expect to see a group of 
dancing girls or a juggler. You expect to see 
cats, and if there is one thing at a cat show 
it is CATS. 

And the owner and breeders are always there 
between judging. They are proud of their cats 
and like to groom them. They are hams like 
other show people. Always willing to talk and 
show off their pets to anyone who will listen. 
There is your point of interest between judgings. 

So far as comparing cat shows with dog 
shows—well, frankly, I don’t see how you can. 
I love dogs but when I go to a dog show it is 
the training I am most interested in. If you 
trained a cat to heel, point, retrieve and lie 
down, you would destroy what I most admire 
in cats—independence and minds of their own. 

One point I do want to make clear—I think 
anyone who likes cats should attend a cat show 
if there is one in his town. People are different 
and breeds of cats are different. Go to a cat 
show and see what kind of a cat you want to 
share your love with. 

Now I know I have made this sound like a 
direct reply to the lady’s article. Perhaps it is.

would be surprised how many people will 
fail to let you know the cat is safe. 

Shipping expenses are usually the re- 
sponsibility of the purchaser and they in- 
clude the above wire (usually sent col- 
lect) and the return of the carrier. It is 
possible to return carriers by mail—parcel 
post—and the service is amazingly quick 
and much less expensive than any other 
means. 

Cats sold by mail are sold partly on 
the reputation of the cattery and the 
breeder, partly on pedigree and partly on

Hundreds of cats are shipped safely in 
all parts of the country each year: Of 
seven shipments, involving thirteen cats,

(Obviously 10 
veterinarian guarantee that a given 
animal is not incubating a disease or will 
not pick one up en route or after arrival),

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MONTREAL SUCCESS STORY 
Montreal Cat Fanciers was founded in the Fall 
of 1953 with but twelve interested cat fanciers 
who put on their first show in November of °55 
with lots of enthusiasm and very little financial 
backing. This show was such an outstanding 
success that hundreds were turned away and the 
City had to assign special policemen at the doors 
of the hotel to see that people kept in line. Even 
Our Cats in England wrote to us for photo 
graphs and press releases. 

A somewhat bewildered but exhilarated show 
committee wondered whether it would ever hap- 
pen again. Were Montrealers really as interested 
in cats as they appeared to be, or was it just a 
desire to be “‘part of a crowd’’? Not so, for ob- 
viously the interest had been aroused. In the past 
three years with three four-point shows to our 
credit, we have been able to donate from gate 
receipts and entry fees a little over $2,000 to 
the S.P.C.A. enabling them to buy specially de- 
signed cages to house their feline division. 

After the 1957 show, not one, but at least half 
a dozen American exhibitors approached our 
Show Manager, Frances Diorio, and our Pub- 
licity Chairman asking for information on how 
we were able to attract such a huge crowd of 
spectators, despite the fact it literally poured 
buckets of rain throughout the day. Again the 
question was asked—how did we go about ob- 
taining such a remarkable array of rosettes and 
prizes? Canadian livestock exhibitions can al- 
ways be sure of attracting thousands of specta- 
tors, but for a cat show to attract two to three 
thousand spectators for a one day show should 
speak highly of the calibre of the show manage- 
ment and exhibits. 

With the 1957 show we started a new venture 
by holding it in much larger quarters and with 
a new benching arrangement that permitted ex- 
hibitors and spectators alike ample freedom to

move about at will and at the same time blocking 
off entirely any pre-view or interference with the 
judging rings. The judging cages faced tiers of 
seats so that spectators and exhibitors could 
watch with ease the judging. Directly back of 
the judging cages were lined up the prize tables, 
and in front of these was a large passageway to 
ennble the stewards to enter the space allotted to 
exhibitors. Exhibitors’ cages were arranged in 
three huge U’s with the backs of the cages fac 
ing the public thus preventing any tampering 
with cage doors by well-meaning spectators. The 
only disadvantage here was that a few exhibitors, 
not realizing Montreal turns out in numbers for 
a show such as this, decorated their cages with 
ribbons to the extent no one could see the ex 
hibit. The '58 show committee is already mak- 
ing plans to overcome this fault and our coming 
show should keep both exhibitor and spectator 
happy. 

The November show started on time and fin 
ished on time, which in itself was a miracle, and 
judges and exhibitors were able to make the 
necessary train connections. Every newspaper of 
note in this city, both French and English was 
well represented at the show, and I am happy to 
let those of the cast world who could not attend 
learn about us.

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outside the fence. Again the owner should 
stand ready to encourage his cat, offering 
the animal the security of his presence. 
If the cat shows any tendency to stray 
too far or too fast, he should be gathered 
in quickly and further backyard training 
undertaken. If, however, he is content to 
explore your yard or the yards of the 
immediate neighbors, remaining in your 
view at all times, then he will undoubtedly 
return when he has satisfied his curiosity 
and need for freedom. 

After a few days of this, if you intend 
to let your cat roam at will, you can stop 
acting like a chaperone and go about 
your business. The cat will return when 
hungry, or tired, or when he just wants 
petting. 

In training any cat, it is well to remem- 
ber that he is an individualist. You can- 
not force him, you can only direct him. 
In the process, the owner must never make 
a cat feel foolish or ridiculous. Cats have 
inate dignity, and they resent violations 
of it. In many cases, cats that have been 
subjected to horseplay, however harmless, 
have left home, seeking owners who will 
respect them. 

Sometimes cat training can be more 
difficult because of home conditions that 
the owner may not even consider hazard- 
ous. 

When Sandy came to us, we brought 
with him two of his younger brothers, 
Goldie, aged nine, and Baby, aged five. 
Our house, as do many houses in the 
Southwest, had an evaporative cooler 
built into one window. The air chute of 
the cooler was open, allowing access to 
the squirrel-cage type blower. Without 
thinking, we locked the three cats in for 
their first night with us. Next morning, 
Sandy sat wide-eyed in the cooler open- 
ing while Baby and Goldie apparently had 
vanished. 

While dislodging Sandy from his pre- 
carious perch, we discovered that his two 
brothers had entered the cooler, walked 
over the blower, and pinned themselves 
neatly under it. A frantic call brought a 
cooler expert who spent several hours 
dismantling the mechanism in order to free 
the cats. Fortunately, the cooler was 
turned off when the animals entered it or 
we would have had several pounds of cat- 
burger. 


Any owner should protect his cats from 
the dangers of open electric fans, exposed 
electrical wiring, hot irons and similar 
hazards. Cats which have lived with you 
for any length of time usually know better

than to fence with such formidable adver- 
saries, but not always. 

During an illness, our Sandy acquired 
the habit of sleeping under my wife’s desk. 
Back of the desk ran a wire to an electric 
lamp. Unknown to us, the wire’s insula- 
tion had rotted through, exposing the cur- 
rent carrying conductors. Because of his 
illness, Sandy broke training and urinated 
on the wire. The moisture caused a short 
and soon smoke and an unsavory odor 
pervaded the house. Happily, we were at 
home and able to prevent what might 
have been a serious fire. 

Every cat fancier has an obligation both 
to his established pets and to any new- 
comers that he may acquire. “Easy does 
it” is the rule for creating a harmonious 
feline family. Gentle firmness, impartial- 
ity, and a complete respect for the dignity 
of felis catus will solve nearly any prob- 
lem involving the acclimatizing of a ma- 
ture cat, whether to a new home or to a 
new home containing other “tigers of the 
hearth” who have established prior rights.

“IT gave him milk and dog food and cat 
food and table scraps. He ate and ate and 
lapped and lapped until his dishes were all 
smoothed off. Then he sat down and 
washed his face with paws that seemed as 
big as a baby lion’s. 

“He regarded me with so kind an ex- 
pression that I picked him up and he felt 
as heavy and solid as a big dog. I sat 
down and held him on my lap and stroked 
him—and he liked it and roared, only 
actually he was purring. All his paws 
expanded and he kneaded gently as a kit- 
ten does keeping claws well sheathed. I 
loved him for being so big and so tough 
and so gentle and so sentimental. He 
seemed almost embarrassed. 

“When I put him down he continued to 
purr. He sat on the floor and then he 
did the oddest thing we’d ever seen a cat 
do. As he sat humming happily away to 
himself, he began to rock forward and 
back, exactly as if he were in a rocking 
chair. He sat purring and rocking the 
rest of the evening, so that we felt reluc- 
tant to put him out at bedtime.

“The next morning he watched all the 
other cats eat breakfast, but ate none.
